At one time you had to be 
actually moving the dirt to 
qualify, but recent regulations 
recognize that rabbits are rais- 
ed as a business; that pro- 
duce a substahtial income to 
those who work with them, or 
that poultry is substance busi- 
ness. Cattle allow several pro- 
fessions; growing of grasses as 
grazing hay or mixed feed- 
stuffs are on the list. If you 
are engaged in agriculture and 
the form of work you are doing 
is generally practiced in the 
community, then see Wilbur 
Kirchman ‘right away and get 
enrolled.

AGRICULTURAL OUTLOOK 
COMMITTEE SEES AMPLE

ample supplies of fertilizer to 
produce 1950-51 crops, the 
Florida Agricultural Outlook 
Committee ‘reports.

You might think that launch- 
ing 3,000 pounds of boat in al 
swift running creek would be 
a tough job, but believe it or 
not Rube Allyn did it all by 
himself. Because of the con- 
Struction of the boat and the 
manner of attaching it to the 
he had to do was 
simply back the trailer, boat 
and all, into the water, loosen 
the trailer fastenings and pull 
away the trailer and the “Best 
Bet” was at sea, fully equipped 
and ready to ride. I have seen 
two or three guys knock them- 
selves out trying to launch al 
small open boat from a trail-! 


er and when Rube performed 
this miracle it was almost un- 
believable. 

I thought the “Best Bet” ran 
smoothly on land, but on the 
water she is a dream, She 
doesn’t roll like most boats but 
has a slight up and down mo- 
tion. Her steering gear is so 
sensitive that you can actually 
steer her by shifting your 
weight from one side of the 
boat to the other. The two, 14- 
horsepower Evinrudes purred 
like contented kittens and sent
